New Rocket 
Grenade A 
Throwaway 


WASHINGTON—The Army laid 
down a new LAW this week —a 
throwaway Light Anti-tank Weap- 
on. Lighter than a rifle, the weapon 
is designed to replace the present 
bazooka, and troops will start get- 
ting it in July of next year. Be- 
cause it is a throwaway, it ulti- 
mately will be stocked and issued 
in hand grenade quantities. 


The LAW weighs only 4% 
pounds and costs only $30, com- 
pared to the present 20-pound,| 
$175 bazooka. It is only 25 inches | 
long and three inches in diameter, 
and looks like a big mailing tube. 
It is fitted with a canvas sling for 
shoulder carrying and, the Army | 
said, “if desired, four rounds can 
be carried in a canvas pack slung | 
over the shoulder like a quiver of 
arrows.” | 

Known officially as the “XM72| 
rocket grenade,” the range is classi- | 
fied but its sights have been grad- | 
uated up to 300 yards. It can be!

Arlington Burial 
Limit Asked 


WASHINGTON — Tie Army 
refused comment this week on 
a proposal by the National Capi- 
tal Planning Commission to re- 
strict burial in Arlington Na- 
tional Cemetery because space 
is running out. 

The planning group said the 
Army Quartermaster, who runs 
the cemetery, has been asked to 
study whether the cemetery 
could be limited to war heroes 
or veterans who have won 
awards. 

A Quartermaster spokesman 
said the Army has been in cor- 
respondence with the commis- 
sion and that-a meeting with 
the group “is scheduled for the 
near future.” He added that “it 
isn’t possible at this time to 
make a comprehensive state- 
ment on future plans for Ar- 
lington.”

Retired Pay, 
Option Bills 
Go to ‘Hill’ 


WASHINGTON — The Defense 
Department sent the Retired Pay 
Equalization bill to Capitol Hill as 
Congress opened, with the hope 
that it would pass by 1 March of 
this year. 

Rep. Kenneth A. Roberts, of 
Alabama, was the first one to in- 
troduce the bill (HR 131) in the 
new Congress. At least eight others 
introduced the bill in the first week. 


Defense also submitted a bill to 
revise the Uniform Services Con- 
tingency Option Act (USCOA). 
Virtually the same as one proposed 
last session, the bill creates a new 
option a man can take at retire- 
ment time, It also reduces the time 
limits on making or changing an 
election under the normal option 
program. 


Defense said the retired pay bill 
would “increase morale, efficiency 
and effectiveness of our active duty 
personnel as well as avoiding dis- 
crimination against retired person- 
nel who served their country faith- 
fully and well.” The bill passed the 
House last year, but not the Senate. 


While not calling for passage by 
any specific date, Defense said if 
the bill were made effective 1 
March, its cost for the last four 
months of fiscal year 1961 would 
be $10,440,000. For this, the bill 
would have to be passed in Febru- 
ary, since it is to be effective the

Where Does Defense Really 
Stand on Pay Equalization?

It would not do to start off a new year with a pun but someone could write a col- 
umn about, Defense's resubmission of the retired pay equalization bill and call it “Weak 


in Congress.” 

The letter accompanying the bill 
was virtually the same one Defense 
submitted with the bill a year ago 
and it makes no effort to take into 
account what has happened since 
then. The letter gives cost figures 
if the bill is passed by 1 March 
1961, but there is no explanation 
of why that particular date is 
picked, The letter, signed by 


"| Deputy Secretary of Defense 


James H. Douglas, does not ask 
for passage by that date. 

I don’t think any of the Penta- 
gon’s legislative chieftains really 
believe the bill can be gotten 
through the Senate Armed Serv- 
ices committee by 1 March. If 
they do believe that, they don’t 
know Capitol Hill very well. 

Why did they pick that date? 
Why didn’t they just give the 
month by month cost? Or simply 
indicate how much of the fiscal 
1961 cost could be absorbed in the 
present Defense budget? 

But more important, why didn’t 
the Department make some refer- 
ence to the situation that now per- 
tains to*the bill? Since the bill 
was first submitted a year ago the 
Senate Armed Services committee, 
which has to pass on the measure, 
has said it should not pass until a 
study of the whole retirement pic- 
ture is made. The committee has 
ordered such a study. 

If the personne] legislation lead- 
ers in the Pentagon believe the 
bill should pass without waiting 
until the study is completed, why 
didn’t they come right out and 
say so? Why didn’t they state a 
position on the bill vis-a-vis the 
study? To go further, why wasn’t 
a position stated on the whole 
question of recomputation basis 
percentage increases for retired 
men? 

It doesn’t do any good to say, 
as some attempt to, that the equali- 
zation bill is unrelated to the ques- 
tion of retired pay raises in the 
future. The Senate committee has 
related them. If there is going to 
be an end to recomputation there 
has to be a cutoff somewhere and 
if it is unfair to the loyal officers 
denied recomputation in 1958 it 
is going to be equally unfair to 
the no less loyal officers at the 
cutoff point some time in the fu- 
ture. In any case, Defense should 
have a clear policy position and 
should state it. 

It will be said that perhaps there 
was a holding back until the new 
Administration takes over, but that 

a poor argument. Anything 
worth mentioning in the Presi- 
dent’s budget is worth a clear ex- 
planation. 

Proponents of the bill cannot 
help but be disappointed in the 
Pentagon’s approach.

AT THE BEGINNING OF a new 
Congress a great flood of bills are 
introduced (over 1280 on 3 January 
alone) and the future most of them 
can be summed up in two lines 
from Robert Burns: 

Like a snowfall in the river 
A moment white, then gone 
forever. 

Here’s a rundown on some of 
the bills introduced so far—with 
the comments of one who has at- 
tended many a legislative wake: 

Provide additional pay of $100 
a month for each officer holding 
a Ph.D. in mathematics, physics, 
chemistry or “a comparable sci- 
ence” (HR 41). Introduced by 
Olin Teague, of Texas, member of 
the Committee on Science and 
Astronauts. 

Authorize $200,000 for the Ari- 








zona Memorial (HR 44). Also in- 
troduced in the Senate. 

Provide 10 percent increase for 
those now getting education and 
training allowances under the GI 
bill (HR 63). Not likely. 


Set up a Youth Conservation | ( 


Corps. (HR 110). Modeled after 
the old CCC of depression days, 
this has heen pushed for several 
years as a combined attack on re- 
cession and juvenile celinquency, 
but never gets action. 

Allow academy appointments 
from anywhere in a state (HR 130). 
Representatives are now limited to 
their district. Introduced last Con- 
gress and supported by the serv- 
ices but not taken up. Changes 
in the Congressional appointment 
system are very difficult to get 
passed. But Kennedy has attacked 
the system in the past and may try 
to force changes. 

Increase personal income tax 
exemptions from $600 to $1000. 
(HR 286 and others). A pipe dream 
resurrected annually. One of 
President-Elect Kennedy’s army of 
advisory committees is muttering 
of a possible four percent cut in 
income taxes, so it could be more 
than &@ pipe dream, But don’t hold 
your breath. 

Eliminate discrimination and 
segregation in the National Guard 
(HR 263). Introduced by Adam 
Clayton Powell, chairman of the 
Education and Labor committee. 

Provide GI Bill benefits for post- 
Korea veterans (HR 1966 and 
cthers). The prime veterans bill 
of the year. Sentiment for it is 
growing but a combination of De- 
fense opposition and public apathy 
may kill it as it did in the past. 

Provide retired members who 
served 20 years and die of physical 
disability rated over 50 percent 
shall be presumed to have died 
from service-connected causes (HR 
128). Purpose is to allow sur- 
vivors to get VA compensation. 
Similar bill introduced last Con- 
gress and certain to be reintro- 
duced this year would make all 
deaths considered service - con- 
nected for men with over 25 years 
service. Passage unlikely. 

Allows mothers and widows to 
visit graves of servicemen in over- 
seas cemeteries at government ex- 
pense (HR 154). Happened in early 
1$30’s for World War I dead. 

Provide $100 a month pensions 
to all World War I vets over age 
62 (HR 210 and others). Not while 
Sen. Harry Byrd is around. 

Provide $100,000 life insurance 
for astronauts (HR 211). 

Require cadets and midshipmen 
at service academies must serve 
eight years after graduation (HR 
219). Like the Persians at Ther- 
mopylae, it shall not pass. 

Provide cash awards for sugges- 
tions or inventions by serviceman 
(HR 251). <A good bill which has 
not passed because- Defense has 
never supported it. It was intro- 
duced two years ago. Fifteen 
months later the Navy transmitted 
an unfavorable report. A month 
later the report was withdrawn. 
Another month later another un- 
favorable report was submitted. 
The bill could probably pass with 
Defense backing. 

Prohibit military men and em- 
ployes of Defense Department 
from working for a firm doing busi- 
ness with Defense for two years 
after retirement (HR 302 and 
others): Introduced by Charles 
Bennett of Florida. Similar to the 
Caesar’s wife bill made famous 
(infamous?) last year by Rep. F. 





Edward Hebert and hig investiga- 
tions. So far, the air is quiet. 

Allow retired men to receive 
benefits under the Federal] Em- 
ployes’ Compensation Act without 
relinquishing their retired pay 
HR 308). Also by Benneit. 
Waive the collection of overpay- 
ments where they have been made 
to servicemen through no fault of 
the individual (HR 359). Would 
eliminate the need for many relief 
bills and infuriate the Comptroller 
General. 

Provide Exemplary Rehabilita- 
tion Certificates te men with bad 
discharges who have shown three 
years fine behavior in civilian life 
(HR 1935 and others). Introduced 
by Rep. Clyde Doyle, of California, 
a hard-working Congressmen who 
believes men who get in trouble 
when very young should have a 
chance at rehabilitation rather 
than the permanent stigma of.a 
bad discharge. The bill passed the 
House but he has never been able 
to get it through the Senate. Sev- 
eral bills have also been intro- 
duced to halt use of administrative 
discharges; they provide discharges 
other than honorable could only 
come after a court-martial. 

Incorporate the U.S. Submarine 
Veterans of World War II (HR 
405). 

Provide income tax exemptions 
for servicemen overseas (HR 507). 
Don’t--hold your breath. 

Provide midnight is the effec- 
tive time of discharges from the 
armed forces for anyone dis- 
charged before 1 Jan. 1957 (HR 
2020). Designed to simplify. some 
Comptroller General rulings. 

Provide a one-year period during 
which World War II and Korea 
veterans could reinstate their Na- 
tional Service Life Insurance (HR 
2005 and others). This bill has 
a lot of supporters, most of them 
men who let their insurance lapse. 
The savings in annual insurance 
costs could run well over $100 a 
man. It’s up to the House Vet- 
erans Affairs committee. 

Provide free first class postage 
for servicemen (HR 1053). Uh- 

uh, 


Make General of the Army Doug- 
las MacArthur a General of the 


Armies (HJRes 15). The only 
General of the Armies was Per- 
shing. 


Extend the time for elections 
under the .Contingency Option Act 
(HR 1736). Defense has submit- 
ted a bill revising the act and Rep. 
William Bates, who has introduced 
HR 1736 or a similar bill for sev- 
eral Congresses, may try to get his 
measure put on the Defense bill 
as an amendment. 

Setting up a Great White Fleet 
for mercy missions and medical 
training around the world (HCon-

Won't Quit Modernization 
Fight, Brucker Tells NCO’s 


WASHINGTON — Although his 
term of office ends next week, 
Army Secretary Brucker isn’t going 
to quit the fight for a more modern, 
better equipped Army. The Secre- 
tary made this promise at a lunch- 
eon given in his honor last week 
at Fort Myer, Va., by the NCO’s of 
the Washington, D.C., area. 

He said he would raise his voice 
whenever he could to defend the 
Army and to fight for continued 
modernization, adding that “may- 

I can do more for you out of 
uniform — and out of office — 
than in.” 

More than 150 NCO’s gathered at 
the Fort Myer NCO club to pay 
tribute to Brucker and thank him 
for the job he has done over the 
past five and a half years as Army 
Secretary. They listened intently 
as Brucker predicted that Congress 
would appropriate an additional 
$300 million during its next ses- 
sion for Army modernization and 
chuckled as he scoffed at the idea 
of service unification. 

Brucker told them to keep their 
eyes on the Nike-Zeus, “the coun- 
try’s only hopé of defense against 
enemy ICBM’s,” and also the Davy 
Crockett missile. He said that 
since World War II the Army had 
developed more than 160 im- 
portant new pieces of equipment 
and that many. of these additions 
to the Army’s arsenal will be in 
the hands of troops world-wide 
within the near future. 

Recalling the many times he had 
watched soldiers proudly singing 
“The Caissons Go Rolling Along” 
and tossing their hats in the air 
as the Army colors go by, he said 
that he doubted very much that 
anyone would show any enthusiasm 
or throw his hat in the air to the 
tune of something: that goes like 
“Oh Pentagon, Oh Pentagon, thy 
sons will ne’er forget.” 

The Secretary scolded critics and 
cartoonists who poke fun at the 
combat foot soldier and said as 
far as he was concerned, “the com- 
bat forces are the backbone of the 
Army.” He reminisced about the 
days when he too served as an NCO

Quartermaster Develop s 
All-Purpose Food Pack’ 


WASHINGTON—A new, all-pur- 
pose survival food packet half the 
size and weight of present arctic 
and tropic survival kits has been 
developed by the Quartermaster 
Corps, the Department of Army 
announced this week. The new 
packet is not only lighter and de- 
signed for emergency use in any 
combat situation anywhere in the 
world, but it is safer than the old 
emergency rations in special sit- 
uations. 

Although the kit is still being 
tested and Army officials don’t 
know when it will go into pro- 
duction or be in the hands of the 
troops, the packet will eventually 
be adopted and will eliminate 
present arctic and tropic survival 
kits from the supply system. 

* * . 


THE PACKET is designed for 
use even where water is severely 
limited and has already passed ex- 
tensive service tests in both hot 
and cold climates. Known as the 
“All-Purpose Survival” packet, the 
kit contains food bars of uniform 
nutritional composition. The bars 
may be bacon or cheese-flavored, 
wheat cereal, cornflake, fudge or 
fruitcake. 

The test packet includes four 
food bars packaged with instant 
beverages in a 12-ounce contain- 
er which provides 900 calories. 
Current survival kits weigh 
about 24 ounces. The uniform 
nutritional values of the food 





bars permit assembly of. the 
packages in any multiple, shape 
or size to meet anticipated 
needs. 

More efficiency and supply sim- 
plification—a long-term Army goal 
—will result from adoption of the 
kit. 

Knowledge of nutritional re- 
quirements under survival condi- 
tions was limited when the Army 
QM Corps began working on the 
new kit. Different possible situa- 
tions, geographical and climatic 
conditions, tactical requirements 
and logistics considerations added 
to the problem. js 

* 


SCIENTIFIC studies indicate 
that food eaten when there is a 
lack of water, or very little of it, 


should contain no more than 7-to-8 


percent protein. Food containing 
protein percentages in excess of 
this level, when eaten without 
water, will cause severe dehydra- 
tion of the body. 

With the packet, a survivor can 
eat as many bars as he needs 
when water is plentiful, or he can 


eat any one bar when his water 
supply is low or when he has no 


water at all—without bad effects. 


The uniform nutritional design 
of the new packet will enable sur- 
vivors:to adjust food consumption 
to their needs, based on such vari- 
ables as available supply, probable 
energy output and length of time 


before rescue can be expected.

Pentagon officials claim that it 
is of the utmost importance that a 
current preference statement be 
on file with the officer’s career 
branch.

Requirements of the 
Army and of the branch at the time 
of the assignment must govern the 
decision, but the officer’s desires 
are given every consideration. 

The career preference portion of 
these’ statements is particularly 
important for field grade officers 
who, as they advance their careers, 
can expect more and more assign- 
ments requiring competence in spe- 
cialist areas. 

Another entry in the form which 
should receive careful thought is 
the probable location at which the 
family will stay in case of a fam- 
ily-separated tour. Such informia- 
tion in the hands of assignment of- 
ficers may, in many cases, mini- 
mize the hardships and expendi- 
tures caused by frequent reloca- 
tion of families.

All-Service Supply Agency Is 


RICHMOND, Va.—It was a double birthday party at 
the Richmond Quartermaster Depot on 1 January. The 
Military General Supply Agency (MGSA), a newly estab- 


lished single manager agency, 


observed its first anniversary 


at the same time the Richmond Quartermaster Depot marked 


its 19th birthday. 

Maj. Gen. Victor J. MacLaughlin 
is commanding general of the 
Richmond Quartermaster Depot 
and executive director of the Mili- 
tary General Supply Agency. Col. 
G. H. Montgomery is deputy com- 
manding officer and deputy execu- 
tive director. 

Since its establishment one year 
ago, the MGSA is well on its way 
to becoming operational. On 1 July 
1961 it will assume full responsi- 
bility for the complete supply 
management of military general 
supplies for the armed forces. As 
the single manager agency, MGSA 
is charged with requirements 
computation, procurement, catalog- 
ing and standardization, distribu 
tion, and disposal of excesses, of 


the mitfitary general supplies as- |} 


signed to the agency. 

Concurrent with its first birth- 
day MGSA assumed the supply 
Management responsibilities for 
military general supplies for the 
Army. Supply support for the 
Marine Corps will be assumed on 
1 Feb. 1961, with the Air Force 
phased in on 1 April 1961, followed 
by the Navy on 1 July 1961. 

At the end of fiscal year 1961 
MGSA will be responsible for the 
supply management or overall sup- 
ply surveillance of more than 
100,000 general supply items. 

* * 4 


THE QUARTERMASTER Data 
Processing Center, located at the 
installation, will enable the agency 
to maintain up-to-the-minute _ na- 
tional inventory stock control rec- 
ords. Currently the center is 
equipped with a modern RAMAC 
(Random Access Method of Ac- 
counting and Control) and mag- 
netic tape electronic data proces- 
sing system. 

The present data processing sys- 
tem with its four RAMAC cabinets, 
each containing a magnetic drum 
computer and disk memory unit, 
has a storage capacity of 24 mil- 
lion digits. To enable the supply 
managers of the agency to have 
infgarmation at their finger tips, 
the system can read, write, make 
decisions, perform arithmetic op- 
erations, sort, collect and sum 
marize desired information with 
the speed of light. The system’s 
ability to perform more than 
78,000 additions and subtractions 
a minute permits the agency to 
stay on top of the tremendous 
supply job it has been assigned. 

In addition to the RAMAC units, 
the Data Processing Center has a 
magnetic tape system which is 
capable of storing tremendous 
volumes of stock information. 

Communication with inventory 
control points throughout the 
United States is handled by a 5000- 
mile leased wire Transceiver sys- 
tem. Through this network, the 
agency is able to keep abreast of 
all transactions related to its de- 
fense-wide supply mission.

The largest Quartermaster De- 
pot of the Army, the Richmond 
depot is responsible for the re- 
eeipt, storage and distribution of 
Quartermaster equipment in 26 
states in the United States, Fort 
Churchill, Canada, and the Over- 
seas Supply Agency, New York. 
In addition it has other storage 
missions. 

Construction of the depot was 
started in the summer of 1941 and 
& was activated on 1 Jan. 1942. 





Initially costing $12 million, the 
installation is br valued at 
more than $23 million. 

The depot quickly became one 
of the major general depots of the 
Army. Four services, Quarter- 
master, Engineer, Medical, and 
Ordnance Corps, used its facilities. 

During peak wartime operations 
in World War II, the depot em- 
ployed 5500 civilia 1s and 457 mili- 





tary personnel. In March 1945, 
more than 170,000 tons of supplies 
were shipped in and out of the 
depot and more than 850 railroad 
cars were received and dispatched 
in one day.. In addition, 2500 
prisoners of war were interned 
there. 

Following the war, the depot 
was designated the Richmond 
Quartermaster Depot. Since then, 
the depot has supported the armed 
forces in both peace and war. {It 
furnished supply support in the 
Korean War and the Lebanon 


crisis. 
Since April 1958, the instal- 
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One Year Old 


lation has been the home of the 
Army General Supply Center, 
which was moved from the office 
of the Quartermaster General, 
Washington, to Richmond. 

The facilities of the depot are 
more than adequate to accomplish 
its mission and provide support to 
the Military General Supply 
Agency and the Army General 
Supply Center. Twenty-seven huge 
red brick warehouses dot the 
sprawling 667 acre reservation, 
providing more than five million 
square feet of covered storage 
space. Three and one-half million 





square feet of improved open stor- 
age space are also available and 
used as required. Winding through 
the depot are 26 miles of paved 
road which are criss-crossed by 
37 miles of internal railroad track.

WASHINGTON—Rep. Carroll D. Kearns (R., Pa.) ap- 
parently wonders where all the money will come from to 
pay the cost, among other items, of the many veterans bills 
introduced during the first week of the 87th Congress. 


During the week, Congressmen 
introduced a raft of high costing 
veterans bills, ranging from pro- 
viding $100 a month pensions to 
all World War I veterans to ex- 
tending wartime GI Bill benefits 
to ex-servicemen of cold war serv- 
ice. 

Kearns wants seven of his col- 
leagues to head for Fort Knox, 
Ky., where America’s gold reserve 
is stored, to find out how much 
gold is really buried there. 

“I believe that this is good gov- 
ernment procedure, similar to bank 


examiners making periodic checks | 


or audits of banking institutions, 
not because of distrust of person- 
nel but rather to reassure the pub- 
lic as to the safety of their 
securities,” Kearns said. 

But he also might have had in 
mind the thought of how we would 
pay the cost of government if all 
the bills that were introduced dur- 
ing the first week were enacted 
into law.

Dried Food 


Supposedly 
Is Tasty 


W ASHINGTON—The same 
technique doctors use to pre- 
serve living tissues is being 
used to turn out meats and 
vegetables for military field 
rations. 


The finished products are just 
as tasty more than two years later 
as the original steak, meatballs, or 
vegetables, reported J. M. Tuomy, 
of the Quartermaster Food and 
Container Institute, of Chicago. 


They can be eaten as is—some 
of the freeze-dried vegetables taste 
like candy—or reconstituted by 
adding water, Tuomy told a scien- 
tific session of the 53d annual 
meeting of the American Institute 
of Chemical Engineers here. 


In the processing, the fresh 
products are quick frozen and then 
dried out under vacuum in low- 
heat ovens. The process was first 
used by doctors to preserve human 
blood, skin, eye tissues, bones and 
other body parts for transplanting 
to other patients. 


Next year, he said, the armed 
forces plan a full scale field trial 
of the new rations.

End of an Era? 


As the old administration ends its tenure 
in Washington, it is possible to discern 
among members of the armed forces a gen- 
eral feeling of hope that the future will deal 
more kindly with their careers than has the 
recent past. This appears to be true among 
most career ranks and of people both on and 
off active duty, or retired altogether. Our 
judgment in this is based principally on let- 
ters sent to this newspaper and on talks our 
editors have had with soldiers and their fam- 
ilies during trips to the field. 

Adverse comment has, of course, in- 
creased in intensity during the past. two 
months, under the spur of the President’s 
order restricting the number of dependents 
to be allowed overseas. But over the years 
the feeling has been strong that a sense of 
insecurity was being imparted to the lives 
of service families, principally through what 
they believed to be, reasonably or not, 
“broken promises.” The feeling is strong that 
the root of discontent is in the frequent with- 
drawal of promises made to men who main- 
tained the military structure of the nation 
following World War II. 

Most of the changes have been made 
under the budgetary demand to reduce mili- 
tary spending, but not all of them. In the 
Army, for example, an unprecedented reduc- 
tion in force program ended the useful 
careers of thousands of officers. Two service 
pay increases sought by the administration 
proved to be grossly inadequate for many 
grades. They were further offset by the in- 
stitution of FICA tax, the elimination of 
free insurance, an income tax increase and 
curtailment of PX, commissary and hospital 
privileges. 

Again; revision of the pay scales worked 
to the detriment of many career men for 
whom promotion was blocked, and remains 
blocked to this day. There has been a no- 
table lack of action to keep the military pay 
scales in line with either the rising cost of 
living or the scales of government employes. 

These are complaints registered by serv- 
icemen over the years, with some emphasis 
placed upon the fact that the promise of pro- 
motion has been countered by a revised pro- 
motion policy which precludes promotion as 
envisioned when the promise was made. 

Not all of these inequities—and they are 
viewed as such by the people who have had 
to experience them—-can be laid directly on 
the executive doorstep. Some, such as the 
decision to tear a stripe from the sleeves of 
all noncommissioned officers next year, have 
been administrative in nature. Still, they are 
influenced by the service missions and the 
funds assigned to carry them out, and these 
are decisions made at the highest, level. 

Certainly it was an executive order which 
is now curtailing service family life. And 
certainly it was the administration’s initial 
lukewarm support of retifed pay equaliza- 
tion legislation (later to be supported fully) 
which haS put the entire future of military 
retirément in jeopardy as a Senate commit- 
tee lays plans to “revise” it. Any extensive 
tampering with that is likely to make the 
“gold dollar dependent” issue rosy by com- 
parison and will surely constitute another 
“broken promise.” 

By the nature of his work, the military 
man’s first duty is to follow orders, and per- 
haps the frustrations recited above are taken 
as “part of the job” by the truly dedicated 
man. Nevertheless, enough anger has been 
privately and publicly expressed by enough 
soldiers to convince us that loyalty—down 
as well as up—is the ideal of any service. 

We trust that is remembered during the 
coming years.

Two Footnotes to History

W. A. Foote (Lt. Col., Ret.) in the 31 
December issue and “Lieutenant” in the 
Commentary a week previous to thaf ac- 
cuse me of being inaccurate in my Army 
Times column, “Only in the Army.” Both 
attackers were uncommonly indignant in 
defending what they believe. (Everyone 
should be that interested in our military 
history.) 

Since Col. Foote has dorie original re- 
search on the American Regiment and 
could well be the living authority on it, 
I appreciate his concern. Yet is is aca- 
demic to me Whether or not there were 
3000 in the. composite regiment, as I 
said, or 3600, as the colonel professes to 
know. Whether Spotswood, Alexander, 
(not Spottswood, unless pedantically) led 
the Virginians all the way, died before 
reaching Jamaica, as the colonel says, is 
of course important to an historian, but 
not to my article. (Actually, Spotswood 
died not only before reaching Jamaica, but 
in Annapolis, Md., 7 June 1740, before 
ever leaving the colonies. Popular fancy, 
however, insisted on continuing to at- 
tach his name to the Virginian company 
he worked so hard to raise.) 

* « “ 


ATTACKING me in a way to best dis- 
play their own knowledge, neither would- 
be critie has been objective enough to 
really refute me. Mainly they misquote 
me. I did not say, for instance, that 
Spotswood ever commanded the American 
Regiment, a position that Sir William 
Gooch filled as the lieutenant governor 
of the Virginia Colony. I said only that 
Spotswood (out of favor with the Crown) 
commanded the contingent from Virginia 
in which Lawrence Washington served. 
(Col. Foote unresistingly uses Gooch’s 
American Foot, a title used later on and 
only picturesquely.) 

Furthermore, that companies from 
New England were not needed certainly 
is no proof that recruiting was easy in 
Virginia. It is as illogical for Col. Foote 


to infer that because New England com- 
panies were not needed, the Virginia 
officers, did not have to enlist convicts. 
Convicts were called upon by Virginia 
then as they wcre later during Dinwiddie’s 
War and as late as the French and Indian 
War. (For that matter, as they were 
by the government in WW II.) 
+ * + 


I ACCEPT Col. Foote’s carefully com- 
piled figures and still am not at all dis- 
appointed that my sources have rounded 
off the strength of the American Reg- 
iment to an even 3000. I can always find 
comfort in knowing that should I have 
need for the precise organizational 
strength—apparently an early day morn- 
ing report—it is safely deposited with 
Col. Foote’s MA thesis at the Division 
of Military History. To the well-laid de- 
posits of such diligent researchers inac- 
curate writers of popular history are 
eternally grateful. 

I confess to using secondary sources, 
such as Irving’s “Life of Washington,” 
even though I know that students such 
as Col. Foote know there are unavoidable 
inaccuracies in such early biographies. I 
will, nevertheless, continue to use sec- 
ondary sources, measured by my own 
common sense, as Osgood’s history of the 
colonies, and Francis Parkman’s great 
history, “France and England in North 
America,” and Bancroft’s “History of the 
United States,” and Benson Lossing’s field 
books, and the works of many other re- 
liable researchers. 

“Lieutenant,” on the other hand, 
doesn’t even have a thesis of his own 
to refer to disdainfully, as did Col. Foote. 
But if “Lieutenant,” whoever he is, would 
justify our part in the Mexican War, he 
certainly must be prepared by the same 
logic to welcome the great liberators 
when they arrive to back up Russia’s just- 
tified claim to North America.

Ci management for officers, the subject of the 
Bolte committee report, is based on selection board 
proceedings, the committee chairman, Gen. Charles Bolte, 
USA-Ret., said.

THE BOLTE committee re- 
ceived hundreds of letters from 
officers of all the services. One 
official esimated that letters 
from Army officers outnumbered 
those from all other services by 
a 15 to 1 ratio. 


“These trips were ‘gripe let- 
ters,’ of course,” he said. Yet 
from the discussion it appeared 
he was convinced that Army of- 
fizers do not like the Army’s pro- 
motion system because they do 
not understand it and accept it. 
Ih. addition, they do not under- 
stand nor like the Army’s ef- 
ficency rating system. 

On this subject, Bolte said he 
felt it was impossible to get a 
perfect efficiency rating stystem. 
H_ said the one the Army was 
now using was “about 85 or 90 
percent accurate.” He was sat- 
isfied that this was as good as 
the system could get. and that 
it should be retained unchanged. 

Bolte represents a _ position 
held by much of the Army, par- 
ticularly the Army staff and sen- 
ior officers. But it is only a ma- 
jority position, not fully accept- 
ed.

THE PROMOTION program 
and the officer career manage- 
ment system proposed by the 
Bolte committee will not be a 
success in the Army until the 
Army can satisfy its career offi- 
cers in overwhelming numbers 
that the ratings they receive and 
the use made of these ratings is 
fair, not subject to abuse and 
the best that can be devised in 
developing a written record of 
an officer’s service. 

No system will be more effec- 
tive than those who operate it. 
For this reason, any system must 
be so devised as to permit the 
greatest number of “operators” 
to use it with the least possible 
chance that its elements will be 
misapplied. 

Any. rating system is, and 
must continue to reflect, a sub- 
jective judgment. However “ob- 
jective” one tries. to make a rat- 
ing report, in the final: analysis 
the subjective judgment of the 
devisors of the report or test or 
system as to what represents ex- 
cellence, what poor performance, 
must be accepted. This being 
true, there seems no reason not

to accept subjectivity in raters. 
By accepting the subjective 
judgment of all raters, one 
achieves on objectivity in the 
final result, if the system is prop- 
erly designed, greater than the 
objectivity achieved by accept- 
ing the. subjective judgment of 
& few “experts” who devise a 
completely “objective” test. 
This is a complex thought 
which, as I wrote it, confused me 
a little. Let me see if I can ex- 
plain what I mean more clearly. 
* * * 


A TEST is designed to test 
something. If the test is “ob- 
jective,” it is designed to test a 
“something” which the test de- 
signer subjectively believes rep- 
resents “excellence of perform- 
ance” in the matter under dis- 
cussion. The test designer may 
depend on his knowledge and 
experience or he may make a 
survey to determine what this 
excellence is. 

But in either event he must 
turn to a subjective judgement 
in the first case or a majority 
opinion in the second. And in 
the second case, he must still 
interpret the results of his sur- 
vey, again using his personal 
judgment on what excellence is; 
that is, he must still make a sub- 
jective judgment. 

Thus in the final analysis, the 
opinion of one or a very few 
men, regardless of how “ob- 
jective” the test is that is final- 
ly devised, which is a subjective 
decision, determines how excel- 
lence of individuals and of a 
group is determined and how 
individuals are ordered within 
the group. 

In addition, such an objective 
test makes statis and the “defiini- 
tion,” implicit or explicit, of ex- 
cellence. There is little chance 
for growth, development or mod- 
ification of the concept of excel- 
lence as so defined. 

& * * 


ON THE OTHER hand, by 
leaving undefined the concept of 
“excellence of performance” and 
simply asking raters to indicate 
whether they think the man they 
are rating is doing a good job 
preserves a dynamic “concept of 
excellence of performance” re- 
flecting the current accepted 
standards of the group which is 
being rated, since the rater and 
the rates, except at the very 
highest and lowest levels, are 
different aspects of the same 
man. 

This in turn means that 
growth, development and modi- 
fication in the concept are pre- 
served and that every collection 
of ratings reflects a current, 
though undefined, standard ac- 
ceptable to the majority as both 
raters and ratees. 

With these assumptions, then 
—that the effectiveness of the 
rating system depends on the 
integrity of those who operate 
it and that subjectivity is a nec- 
essary accident of any rating 
system, let’s see next week what 
we. are trying to achieve in set- 
ting such a system up.

(THE ARMY was born before 
the Nation. 


Before its adoption by the 
Congress the Army had already 
165 years of. practical experi- 
ence, in guerilla fighting unique- 
ly different from the formal 
maneuverings being stylized in 
Europe. 

The Army was born in local- 
ly organized bands of amateurs 
trained by such early pros as 
Captains Myles Standish and

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Guantanamo— 
What Next?

4 iyo BREAK in diplomatic relations with Cuba. inevi- 
tably brings to mind the position of the U,S. naval 
base at Guantanamo Bay. The legal position, of course, 


remains unaffected, being duly 
secured under treaty rights 
which are not in any way im- 
paired by a diplomatie break. 
The real question is the future 
conduct of the unpredictable Mr. 
Castro. 

Castro has received large 
quantities of Soviet weapons and 
military supplies, including 
heavy tanks and_ jet-powered 
MIG aircraft. He could, conceiv- 
ably, mount a direct attack on 
the base. If he did so, he would 
be bringing on a military clash 
with the United States, since 
there is no question that such 
an attack would be vigorously 
resisted. It may be doubted that 
the probable outcome seems ap- 
pealing to Mr. Castro. 

While numbers might be on 
his ‘side initially—there are only 
some 1500 Marines and’ naval 
personnel at the base—reinforce- 
ments ‘are available with a matter 
of hours from Marine units op- 
erating in the Puerto Rico area. 

Airborne reinforcements could 
also be brought from the United 
States, though our capability in 
this respéct may be presently 
somewhat reduced due to prep- 
arations for movement by air of 
fnen and supplies to the Far East 
as a result of the crisis in Laos. 

The capability of the Cuban 
air force to mount a successful 
air attack against the base in the 
face of U.S. air power is decid- 
edly questionable; and one re- 
sult of such an attack, if made, 
would be to isolate the Castro 
government from the emotional 
Latin American support upon 
which Mr. Castro has hitherto re- 
lied to protect him from the 
worst consequences of his vicious 
anti-U.S. policies. 

It is therefore more likely— 
though not wholly certain—that 
Castro will confine himself to 
less dangerous procedures in re- 
gard to Guantanamo. 

What else can he do short of 
outright attack? 

Two possiblities come to mind, 

First, he could cut off the 
water supply of the base, which 
comes by pipeline from sources 
in Cuban territory about four 
miles outside the perimeter of 
the U.S. leased territory. In this 
case, we would have two possible 
courses of action. 

We could seize and hold the 
pumping station ‘and pipeline, 
which would seem to justify Cas- 
tro’s loud eries about a coming 
invasion. This. is not. likely in 
the present political atmosphere. 
Or we could take care of the 
water supply by the use of fleat- 
ing distilling equipment and tank 
ships or barges. This need has 
long been foreseen, and it may 
be assumed that due preparation 
to meet it has been made. 

Evacuation of the 3000-odd de- 


pendents not living in .the. base, 


area might be. necessary in or- 
der to assure adequate water sup- 
ply for the garrison, and for such 
reinforcements as may have to 
be sent in. The problem of float- 
ing water-supply for much larger 
numbers of men was Satisfactor- 
ily solved during. the Paeifie war, 
and is well within the. capabili- 
ties of the Navy. 


The other dirty trick Castro 


could -pull eff would be to stop 
the daily movement inte the base 
of some 3000. Cuban workmen 
who are empleyed there—some 


for as long as 35 years. There is 
not much we could do about this, 
except to seek to build up a tem- 
porary work force by using U-S. 
citizens (including Puerto Ricans 
insofar as the necessary skills 
might be available in that is- 
land). 

The imponderable factor in all 
these considerations is of course 
the celebrated Castro temper- 
ment. Mr. Castro is not a happy 
man. He is losing support in Lat- 
in America. Several Latin Amer- 
ican countries have severed dip- 
lomatie relations with Cuba; 
other are said té be on the point 
of dong so. * 

Very likely ‘Castro’s demand 
that we cut the staff of our Ha- 
vana Embassy to. 11 persons was 
meant to brig about a diplomat- 
ic break initiated by us, in the 
hope of .drumming .up. Latin 
American sympathy. It is likely 
to have quite the opposite result, 
to judge from early-reports from 
other Latin American capitals. 

The fact is that the deliberate 
creation in Cuba of an armed 
base from which Communist rev- 
olution might be exported to 
other countries has alarmed 
Latin Americans in general much 
more than any cry of Yankee im- 
perialism is likely to do. 

Castro is now in the grip of 
circumstances which compel him 
to move, step by step, toward 
ever more drastic action. Since 
in large part these circumstances 
have been created by Moscow, 
we must presume that his con- 
duct is coordinated with Commu- 
nist. purposes elsewhere. 

It may not be by chance that a 
crisis in Cuba comes at the same 
time as a crisis in Laos and a 
new crisis in the Congo. It may 
not be by chance that all three 
trouble spots are erupting just 
when the United States govern- 
ment is hampered by the quad- 
rennial changeover of Adminis- 
trations. 

It begins to look as though 
somebody more far-seeing than 
Mr, Castro may have planned it 
that way.

W. Macy, Jr., is well known to federal personnel people. 
Macy, who was picked by Kennedy last week, was executive 
director of the Commission from 1953-58.

“They work a 40 hour week; 
contribute 6% percent of their 
salary to their retirement fund; re- 
tire in 30 years (not 20—and pay 
federal income tax on their an- 
nuities) and then are not eligible 
for dual compensation from the 
federal government.” 

The letter, so bitter 
implies the military man is on @ 
gravy train. In fairness, it must 
be pointed out that civilian con- 
tributions pay on the average only 
17 percent of the yearly cost of civil 
service retirement. And _ while 
military men get help for their 
dependents, they also get sepa- 
rated from them for long periods 
—as all students of the gold re- 
serve problem know.

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New Health Standards to Hike Draftee Rejections 


WASHINGTON — A new regula- 
tion toughening the medical fit- 
ness standard for new enlistees and 
inductees for al] services but which 
also may make it harder to stay 
in the Army was announced this 
week. 

While this does not change ac- 
tual standards to stay into the 
Army, it provides guidelines under 
which doctors may take a closer 
look at a man during his physical. 
In the latter respect, it might lead 
a doctor to find some ailment that 
possibly had been overlooked. 

The new regulation is being pub- 
lished in two parts. The second 
part, to be printed in the near 
future, will cover the medical fit- 
ness standards for retention, pro- 
motion and separation, including 
retirement. Army standards are ex- 
pected not to be changed for men 
now in service. 

* * . 

THE REVISED STANDARDS 
for enlistees and inductees mark 
the first comprehensive overhaul 
of regulations for new enlisted men 
since the end of World War II. 

Primary responsibility for ad- 
ministering the new standards has 
been delegated to the Army, since 
it is the executive agent for the 
network of 70 armed forces induc- 
tion stations. 

The new regulation also codifies 
and updates all other Army direc- 
tives and regulations on medical 
fitness, including special standards 
for doctors and dentists, flying 
duty, military academy appointees, 
women and for retention in serv- 
ice. a

SOME of the more 
changes applicable to 
and induction follow: 

@ Height-Weight-Age Relation- 
ship: simplified height-weight ta- 
bles reflect the latest medical 
opinion that apparent underweight 
according to the present table is 
not of itself a valid cause for re- 
jection.

Military Loses 
On Cash Awards 


FORT KNOX, Ky.: With refer- 
ence to your recent editorial on 
“Cash Awards,” much can be said 
in criticism of-the Civil Service’s 
handling of the Incentive Awards 
Program (AR 672-301). However, 
since it is such a political football, 
one must go along with the opera- 
tion. It seems that consideration 
of the military was an afterthought. 
To compound the situation, the of- 
ficer corps was excluded from re- 
ceiving cash awards. 

Recently, I received a letter of 
commendation, signed by a civilian, 
for an accepted suggestion which 
effected a time-saving’ on each en- 
listed man in the Army. A change 
in DA Regulations resulted. Esti- 
mated annual saving was $34,399. 
Had this suggestion been made by 
a civilian, a monetary award would 
have been made. 

Another aspect of this program 
that is grossly, wrong is the award- 
ing of cash to Civil Service em- 
ployes for annual sustained su- 
perior performance. 

I too feel that the military should 
be brought fully into the Incentive 
Awards Program. If the commis- 
sioned supervisor is excluded, he 
generally is not enthusiastic about 
the program. 








“MAJOR” 
‘Dictatorial’ 
Promotions 
LOCATION WITHHELD: I be- 


lieve it is time for Department of 
the Army to set forth a policy in 
writing, concerning promotions 
within the enlisted ranks, which 
must be followed by each command 
and controlled by Department of 
the Army. Such a policy should 
take into consideration a person’s 
ability, performance of duty, time 
in grade and time in service, re- 
gardless of where the person is 
serving. 

In this military area most pro- 
motions are controlled by the com- 
manding general. For promotion to 
the higher grades, a promotion 
board is used. This may sound 
good; however, how can a board 
make such a determination based 
on such questions as: How much 
insurance do you have? In what 
type of savings program do you 
participate? 

Each man’s average time before 
the board is approximately five to 
10 minutes. Then the commanding 
general makes the final determina- 
tion who will be promoted and it 
is rumored that he does not follow 
the recommendations of the board 
but promotes men on the basis of 
time in service or because a high- 
ranking officer desires that his 
own enlisted men be promoted. 

Meanwhile, other Army areas or 
units within this area who receive 
separate promotion quotas are pro- 
moting men with less time in grade, 
and who have the same general 
qualifications, abilities, and pre- 
formance of duty.

Release Is Needed 
From ASCOA Contract 


COLUMBIA, §&.C.: The Armed 
Services Contingency Option Act 
of 1953 provides for financial aid 





to survivors of retired service per- 
sonnel. 

From some articles on the sub- 
ject, which have appeared in mili- 
tary publications, a reader can 
readily see that the number of 
participants is below the desired 
number. This seems logical to a 
retired person in a low pay bracket 
who had signed an ASCOA con- 
tract and has a family to support. 

It seems that if the actuaries in 
the deal had recommended some 
way whereby retired persons, who 
had met certain requirements, 
could get a release from the con- 
tract without further “red tape,” 
there would now be more eligible 
persons applying for contracts. 
The idea to let eligible people in, 
but no one out, worked fine at the 
beginning, when slow-wittedper- 
sons did not fully understand all 
about it and had such a pitfully 
short time given for investigation 
and decision. To me too, it seemed 
great until { was in; but when I 
felt the financial weight, or rather 
burden, and without any way out 
of it at all, I was a sad and em- 
bittered man. 

Some way to cancel the contract 
after retirement would seem to 
make the deal a little more demo- 
cratic (or has that word fallen 
into disuse?). A provision, such as 
I would like to offer for considera- 
tion, would help the individual re- 
tired person who desired to can- 
cel his contract, and it would help 
to persuade more eligible persons 
to sign contracts: 

“When a retired person, who 
has signed an ASCOA contract, 
and requests cancellation of that 
contract, he czn get his contract 
cancelled without any delay and 
without questioning, after a wait- 
ing period of five years, and hav- 
ing reached the age of 60. 

The reason why I mention 60 
years of age is that many people 
can no longer do a day’s work, and 
are still a long way from being 
completely dead, and need the 
money for bread and butter rather 
than insurance.

Psychiatry Valued 
In Many Fields 


FORT JACKSON, S.C.: This is 
to comment on a letter published 
in Army Times, 31 December, en- 
titled “Are Psychiatrists Needed 
in the Army?” It seems to me the 
sergeant who wrote the letter is 
misinformed about the purpose of 
psychiatric facilities in the Army 
as well as in civil life. I suggest he 
visit a mental hygiene clinic to 
gain more information on this mis- 
sion. 

Our main purpose is to try to 
maintain the mental health of 
the troops. We do this when re- 
quested to do so by the com- 
mander whose responsibility it is 
to see that his men get this care. 
The same procedure is followed 
for any other kind of help, whether 
dealing with the chaplain, the Red 
Cross or the legal aid office. We 
are only involved when the man 
reaches our office. 

Many large corporations, such 
as Westinghouse and Consolidated 
Edison hire psychiatrists and 
others in related areas (social 
workers, sociologists, psychologists 
and vocational specialists), paying 
some of them five-figure salaries. 
Most large companies feel they can- 
not afford to do without such pro- 
grams. Industry annually spends 
millions supporting research in 
mental health, creating fellowships 
in colleges and foundations, etc, 

The U.S. government, including 
the services, is the world’s biggest 
employer; it would be downright 
foolish for it to ignore this im- 
portant area...

Bolte Committee Aims Told 


r By MONTE BOURJAILY JR. 

WASHINGTON—The 36 primary recommendations and 
the 16 corollary ones contained in the 236-page Bolte re- 
port will be the basis for the first major changes in the 
Officer Personnel Act of 1947. 


Generally speaking, these 
changes will be supported by the 
Navy, Marine Corps and Air Force 
and will, in many instances, be 
opposed by the Army. 

What the chances are and why 
the Bolte committee proposed 
them, how they differ from pres- 
ent Army practice and the posi- 
tion of the committee and the 
Army, insofar as it is available, 
on each change will make up the 
several articles analyzing the re- 
port which will appear in this 
space during the coming weeks. 

The so-called Bolte committee 
was appointed in late July by the 
deputy secretary of defense.

pose of an officer management 
system is to provide officers suffi- 
cient in quality and quantity and 
in appropriate ages and grades to 
officer the military forees of the 
nation. That system should pro- 
vide a smooth flow of promotion

flexible enough to permit proper 
administration . . . should contain 
such features as will attract those 
to whom the military effectiveness 
of the nation can be safely en- 
trusted.

“THE RECOMMENDATIONS are 
designed to promote equal justice 
for all officers. (They) eliminate 
inter-service differences wherever 
practicable . . . are designed to 
bring about maximum effective- 
ness at the least practicable cost 
. . . The least cost . . . philosophy 
requires an officer management 
system which will eliminate the 
least-qualified officer and retain 
the best-qualified officer. 

“The committee’s recommenda- 
tions will not provide sinecures 
for officers. In fact, the reverse 
is true in that unqualified officers 
will be eliminated earlier, promo- 
tions will be more difficult to ob- 
tain because of raised standards 
and greater competition, and offi- 


icers once promoted will not be 
assured unconditional tenure in 
grade. 

“The recommendations are de- 


signed to provide for an increased 
simplicity of administration and, 
unlike much of present law, are 
also designed to be understood by 
the average officer and the gener- 
al public . . . It is not the intent 
of the committee to make any pro- 
posals which would operate to af 
fect adversely and unjustly the 
rank, pay or accrued service cred- 
its of any officer now serving on 
active duty or retired. 

“The committee believes that all 
officers on active duty, whether 
Regulars or not, should be treated 
with equality in their personal 
career patterns except insofar as 
their tenure requires differences 
in the management of their ca- 
reers.”

THE PRECEDING statements 
are quoted from the introduction to 
the committee report. Following 
this introduction are 120 pages of 
discussion-which lead to nearly 50 
major and minor recommenda- 
tions. These recommendations are 
briefed in accompanying article. 
In the next several weeks they 
will be taken up _ individually, 
along with committee discussion, 
comment and analysis. 

The committee says that its rec- 
ommendations should be consid- 
ered as a whole—a series of spe- 
cific proposals in which “each is 
part of an integrated system and 
that change of one would involve 
review of interactions with the 
other elements.” 

Thus it will be possible to criti- 
cize individual recommendations in 
the analysis to come. But always 
the background presented in what 
has been quoted above and the 
interactions of the various recom- 
mendations must be kept constant- 
ly in mind, according to the com- 
mittee.

Lion Trainer Joins Signal Corps 


CAMP PAGE, Korea—“Cap- 
tain Billy Hutchinson — Ameri- 
ca’s Youngest Lion Trainer” 


has been given the grade of PFC 
by the Signal Corps. 

Now assigned to the Fourth 
Army Missile Command’s 226th 
Sig. Co. here, PFC Hutchinson 
previously worked for the Ham- 
id-Morton Circus out of Tren- 
ton, N.J., as a trainer of the big 
cats. 

Lions, tigers, pumas, panthers 
and leopards were trained and 
put through their paces by Hut- 
chinson before he entered the 
Army in December of last year. 

He came into his own as a 
trainer in 1953, when he so- 
loed in the ring for the first 
time at the age of 18. His first 
performance was a single lion 
act. In later acts he handled 
as many as 18 cats at one time. 

“The first step in training a 
cat,” says the lion tamer turned 
signalman, “is to let him get to 
know the trainer, for it’s the 
cat and not the trainer, who has 
te shed his fear.” 


With a new cat the trainer 
may have to be content with 
just entering the ring for three 
or four weeks until the cat loses 
its fear. Soon after that the ca- 
pabilities of the animal become 
more evident. One cat may re- 
veal unusual balance, while an- 
other may show the traits of a 
good jumper. 

Personality differences are 
found more in the individual 
cats than in the breeds. Two 
tigers, for example, may have less 
in common than a tiger and a 
lion. 

Injuries sustained by Hut- 
chinson have luckily been 





few, but one came close to be- 
ing fatal. In Columbus, Ohio, 
last year, he was clawed while 
trying to break up a fight be- 
tween a lion and three lion- 
esses.

Allied View of Big War 


WHITE ENSIGN, The British Navy at 
War 1935-1945, by Capt. S. W. Roskill. United 
States Naval Institute, Annapolis, Md. $4.50.

The U.S. Naval Institute requested Capt. S. W. 
Roskill Royal Navy (Ret.) to write a short account of 
the British effort in the war at sea 1939-1945. Roskill’s 
one volume history, the “White Ensign,” is a highly con- 
centrated and super-charged “tale of endurance in face 
of disaster, of patience in adversity and of persistence in 
the pursuit of victory” of the British sea services. 

The British Navy in 1939, as its U.S. counterpart in 
1941, both being the beneficiaries of democratic govern- 
ments in peacetime, was not ready for war when it came. 
“It is undeniable that in 1939 the position of the Royal 
Navy was immensely stronger in the quality of its men 
— in the matter of giving them modern ships to fight 
with.” 

In the Battle of the Atlantic, the convoy system was 
the keystone of victory, but its fundamental worth still 
had to be re-learned by the British and later, particu- 
larly by the Americans. 

Escorted convoys had defeated the U-Boats in the 
1914-1918 war, in the famous conflict between the “frock 
coats and the brass” Lloyd George overruled the Ad- 
miralty, who had long opposed the introduction of con- 
voys and by doing so saved the Allies in 1917. This 
fallibility of expert advisors in World War II, this time 
Navy officers, undoubtedly left a strong impression on 
Winston Churchill. 

Convoys, ASDIC, more and faster escorts, 10 centi 
meter radar and the search and attack plane were 
the sequence of events that concentrated the U-Boats, 
drove them down and out, and finally defeated them. 

In 1939 before the war, Donitz himself had pub- 
lished a book strongly urging the advantages of night 
surface attacks by submarines, but. these tactics came 
as a surprise to the British escorts once the war had 
started. This should teach us a lesson about officers 
reading a book occasionally, particularly if it is by or 
about their potential enemies.

EPIC STRUGGLES follow epic struggles in this sea 
service history: the fiasco of Norway, the “nine days 
wonder” of Dunkirk, the victory over the magnetic mine 
(November 1939 was a very anxious month, for the 
enemy almost succeeded in stopping the east coast traf- 
fic), the fight for the Middle East, the Malta Convoys, 
the Murmansk Convoys, the sinking of the Bismarck, 
and the culmination in the landing on the Normandy 
beaches. 

“During the first two years of the war, the Admir- 
alty intervened in the day to day conduct of operations 
to a quite unjustifiable extent, on several occasions their 
signals caused confusion and on one occasion brought 
about a disaster of some magnitude.”

“NO DOUBT the arrival of a tornado in any gov- 
ernment department is in large measure a healthy 
barometric phenomenon, for it blows the accumulated 
cobwebs and dust of ages out of the windows,. disperses 
inertia and stimulates everyone to greater efforts. 

“But in Churchill’s case a price had to be paid for 

this refreshing gale, and part of the price was that, he 
found the Operational Intelligence Centre (or rather 
the streamlined duplication of it called the First Lords 
War Room) an irresistible attraction; and once in- 
side its map-hung walls, the temptation to send signals 
could too seldom be repressed.” 

(This reviewer would guess that this disease will 
tend to strangle the U.S. military services in the years 
to come.)

Art of Chess” by James Mason ($1.85). It is written 
well and sensibly — backward. From winning positions 
at the end, you go back to see what kinds of middle 
games produce them, then what kinds of opening plays 
give you that kind of middle game. 

For the reflective amateur, Richard Reti’s “Modern 
Ideas in Chess” ($1.25) is good historical reading. He 
hits the high spots in the development of chess from 
Morphy to Alekhine, showing the contributions each 
made to the development of the game. 

Emanuel Lasker’s “Manual of Chess” ($2.00) is an- 
other entry in the current Dover stable, amd a grand 
old war-horse it is. 

Then there is Fred Reinfeld’s selection of “Tar- 
rasch’s Best Games” ($2.00), and Edward Lasker’s 
“Chess and Checkers” ($1.15). 

And our old friend Hans Kmoch, who last May di- 
rected the first Armed Forces Chess Championship, con- 

tributes “Rubinstein’s Chess Masterpieces” ($1,25). 





Bastogne Is Now 
A Tourist Town

ee tage. 16 years after the Battle of the 
Bulge, has become a tourist attraction, ac- 
cording to VFW MAGAZINE (December).

YEAR OR SO AGO, I attended something called an 
Intercollegiate Jazz Festival and was surprised to 
find that a group led by trumpet player Chuck Mangione 


did not win the contest. 

Well, although Mangione and 
friends apparently did not ex- 
cite the judges at the. contest, it 
is comforting to know that this 
band has now been recorded, 
thanks largely to the enthusiasm 
of popular alto saxophone player 
Julian (Cannonball) Adderley. 
Cannonball is producer of the 
record (“The Jazz Brothers” by 
the Mangione Brothers Sextet, 
Riverside 3351). . 

Chuck, who is 19, obviously 
has been deeply influenced by 
Dizzy Gillespie. But he is some- 
thing more than a mere imitator, 
or emulator. Another promising 
musician in the band is alto 
player Larry Combs. 

The group has fire and gusto 
and the record is well worth 
hearing, notably the first track, 
“Something Different.”

RECORD COMPANY execu- 
tives and A&R men may 


know the reason, but this writer 
does not understand why re- 
issues of old big band records 
do not begin to compare, in 
sound, with the original 78s. I 
suspect there is some silly dial- 
twisting going on, in an attempt 
to make an ‘old record sound 
more “hi-fi.” 

In any event, a new reissue of 
a dozen Benny Goodman band 
records dating from 1935-39, is 
a good example of my complaint 
(The Kingdom of Swing, RCA 
Victor 2247). 

Anyone who was listening 
closely to music then, or any- 
one who has some of Goodman’s 
78-rpm records from that period, 
probably realizes that the best 
thing about the Goodman band— 


aside from solo work—was the 
reed section. 
But these reissues, typically, 


hike up the brass so that it be- 
comes extremely shrill, jacks up 
the bass work (the bass player 
in the Goodman band at that 
time was undoubtedly the weak- 
est musician in the band... he 
was a blood relative), and leads 
the all-important middle-range 
sound of the reed section. 

This fooling around with the 
original recorded sound—a mat- 
ter that seems to be proven after 
a comparison of the sound of the 
old 78s and the sound on this 
LP—spoils the record for me. 
However, for those who do not 
have the original 78s, the record 
is still of interest because of 
some excellent musicianship as 
well as for the singing of 18- 
year-old Ella Fitzgerald on three 
popular songs. The LP is made 


up of sides never reissued 6n 
LP before, save for an excellent 
1936 Trio version of “Nobody’s 
Sweetheart.” 

Ella, always’ a favorite with 
Goodman, made these records 
24 years ago when regular Good- 
man vocalist Helen Ward became 
ill. Then in her second year with 
Chick Webb’s- band, neither 
Ella nor Benny worried about 
her contract with another record 
company (Decca). When the 
Goodman records with Fitzgerald 
were released, however, Decca 
insisted that they be withdrawn 
and RCA complied, although a 
few managed to trickle into cir- 
culation. 

Incidentally, although it is 
not too well known, Goodman 
attempted to get Ella to join his 
band in the swing era, but Ella 
decided to remain—at less money 
—with her friend and legal 
guardian, the late, truly great 
drummer Chick Webb. 

The record also includes an 
exciting vocal by Jimmy Rush- 


ing (then with Count Basie’s 
band) on “He Ajin’t Got 
Rhythm,” an Irving Berlin song 


long since forgotten by many 
people, I would imagine, save for 
those of us who have been play- 
ing this old Goodman-Rushing 
collaboration on the phonograph 
off ‘and on for more than 20 
years.

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Historical Quotes 
Of the Week 


“Land in sight and open 
water seen” — Lt. Charles 
Wilkes, USN, 


S was man’s first sight of 

Antarctica mainland, made 
by the Wilkes expedition in Jan- 
uary 1840, and the veracity of 
the account was held in doubt 
for 75 years. On 16 January Lieu- 
tenant Ringgold of the Porpoise 
reported sight of land “like dis- 
tant mountains.” Wilkes added, 
“We approached within half a 
mile of dark volcanic rocks .. . 
and saw land gradually rising be- 
yond the ice to the height of 
some three thousand feet.” This 
expedition of five Navy ships was 
the first of its kind to be au- 
thorized by Congress. 

That portion of the continent 
bears the name Wilkes Land, and 
a part of it he named Adelie 
Land in honor of his wife. A 
later Navy expedition under 
Capt. Charles Bond (1946-7) 
charted the whole coast of 
Wilkes Land. In the meantime, 
Adm. Richard Evelyn Byrd had 
flown over the South Pole 
(1929). 

Antarctica: is the highest of 
the continents, the average ele- 
vation of the interior being 7500 
feet. Nearly circular in shape, 
the high tableland is fringed 
with mountains along most of its 
coast. It is. about the size of the 
United States and Australia put 
together. —M. S. WHITE

More than 160 city planners’ 
zoners, mobile home park devel- 
opers, architects, realtors, mobile

KEESLER AFB, Miss.—Unique 
among trailer parks in this south- 
eastern section of our country is 
Vandenberg Heights Trailer Park, 
Keesler’s own mobile home area.

The six officials, meeting week- 
ly, discuss and vote on these meas- 
ures, with the majority vote deter- 
mining the action to be taken. 

The gig system is employed by 
the council as a means of main- 
taining law and order. A trailer 
park inhabitant who fails to keep 
up a presentable appearance of 
his trailer and grounds or violates 
a code of conduct, is first warned. 
If this fails, he is assessed one

THREE GIGS assessed an indi- 
vidual is warrant for notifying Base 
Housing officials for disciplinary 
action. 

This system has worked so well 
that, since its beginning in 1951, 
no trailerite has received more 
than two gigs, and no discipli- 
nary action has been necessary.

WASHINGTON—One year ago this month we reported plans by the United States 
to issue a 10-cent airmail stamp marking the Inter-American Conference scheduled at 
Quito, Ecuador. A week later we reported cancellation of the conference and, of course,,

For. months after that the is- 
sue date of the stamp remained 
indefinite. As of this writing, it 
is still indefinite, with the ten- 
tative date set at March 1. The 
stamp design remains unchanged 
from the previously announced 
pattern.

West opened the eight of hearts, 
and: East won with the ace. East 
returned the queen of hearts and 


announced “Check.” 
This term, used in chess, means: 
“Your king is about to be cap- 


tured. Save your king or resign.” 

It certainly applied in this case. 
If South played the king of hearts, 
West would ruff. And what would 
South do with the rest of his 
small hearts? He couldn’t ruff 
them in dummy, since West wouid 
over-ruff. And South couldn’t eat 
the small hearts, for his oppo- 
nents were watching him too 
closely. 

Fortunately, chess players are 
resourceful types. “Check, but 
not checkmate,’ South declared. 
And he played a small heart at 
the second trick. 

East’s queen of hearts won the 
second trick, somewhat to his sur- 
prise. He returned to the attack 
by leading the ten of hearts. 

South .played low again, and 
West ruffed with the six of spades 
to shut out dummy’s trumps. But 
now the defenders were all 
washed up. They could not cap- 
ture South’s king. 

No matter what West returned, 
South could draw trumps. And 
then South could safely cash the 
king of hearts and his other high 
cards to make sure of the game 
contract.

PROBLEM AT PICATINNY 





Moving Vehicle Could 
Cause Arsenal Blast 


PICATINNY ARSENAL, N.J.— 
Technicians in the experimental 


at Picatinny Arsenal work with 
hazards they can’t see—low energy 
initiators which can be detonated 
by small electrical currents. 


The low-energy explosives are so 
sensitive to electromagnetic fields 
that they may be detonated by im- 
pulses from the generator of a pass- 
ing car or even the static electricity 
created by a person combing his 
hair. 

Safety experts have undertaken 
an elaborate safety program which 
greatly reduces the possibility of 
an accidental detonation. The en- 
tire laboratory is shielded with gal- 
vanized steel.mesh to prevent pene- 
tration by stray radio waves. The 
floor.is made of a special conduc- 
tive rubber, grounded to drain off 
Static electricity. All machinery 
and tools are grounded.

plosion-proof fixtures. Even tele 
phones are designed to prevent 
emanation of electric. waves. 

The clothing of all workers is 
carefully monitored. Only conduc- 
tive-soled shoes and cotton cloth- 
ing are worn since leather-soled 
shoes prevent drainage of static 
electricity and clothing of synthetic 
materials tends to create static 
electricity. Chemically-treated 
flame-resistant uniforms with no 
pockets or cuffs which would col- 
lect explosive dust are provided. 
Jewelry and combs are prohibited. 

The footwear of persons entering 
the building is “checked” by. an 
electronic detector to determine 
their conductivity. Workers shower 
and change uniforms to remove ex- 
plosive dust before leaving the 





arsenal.

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Photo Science Kit for Youngsters 
Can Also Serve Adult Beginners 


By JACOB DESCHIN 


LTHOUGH designed primarily for young people aged 12 and up, a “portable labora- 
tory” prepared as an introduction to photography as a science kit and recently placed 
on the market, looks as though it could serve for adult beginners as well. The kit is “The 


Science of Photography Lab 
and is offered at $19.95 by 
Science Materials Center, 59 Fourth 
Ave., New York, N.Y. The center 
has just added the outfit to its 
growing list of beginner’s kits in 
scientific fields. 

The contents are housed in a 
cardboard box measuring 14x25x6 
inches and fitted with a latch. Basic 
equipment, accessories, materials 
and instructions, provide the ele- 
mentary means for conducting ex- 
periments in print-making, optics, 
theory of lenses, focusing, filters, 
photographic chemistry, and an as- 
sortment of specialized applica- 
tions. In fact, the kit holds every- 
thing for the beginner, youngster 
or older person, will need to ob- 
serve how photography works. 

The equipment includes a card- 
Doard pin-hole camera which is 








assembled by the user from three 
parts; an adjustable daylight 
film developing tank; a contact 
printing box with electric bulb; 
three plastic developing trays; 
and a color spectroscope, which 
is used for analyzing the color of 
light sources. 

Other items are a thermometer, 
two film clips for hanging devel- 
oped films up to dry, two simple 
lenses for use in the camera, a po- 
larizing screen, and an assortment 
of gelatin filters. Materials are 
three bottles of FR negative and 
paper developers and fixing solu- 
tion, and packets of contact print- 
ing paper and proof paper. 

The demonstration pin-hole cam- 
era has an open-end box behind 
the camera’s ground glass screen 
(combination of plain glass and a

sheet of tracing paper). When the 
camera is pointed toward a lighted 
object, an image of the latter ap-

Step-by-step imstructions for 
conducting 34 experiments in pho- 
tography are discussed and out- 
lined in a 66-page book of instruc- 
tions, “Experiments With the Sci- 
ense of Photography” by Hy Ruch- 
lis, educational director of Science 
Materials Center, and edited by 
Jerry A. Schur, acting supervisor 
of audio-visual education, Board of 
Education, New York City. The 
book, which is included with the 
kit, is written in simple, easily- 
grasped language, and is illustrated 
with simple drawings and dia- 
grams. The kit also contains a 
booklet, “Using Your Camera in 
Science,” by Schur, that outlines 
beginner’s procedures in micro- 
scopy, nature, close-up, time-lapse, 
astronomical photography, and 
other applications.

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A Wac Takes Over the Kitchen 


Although I’m a working Wac, I’m still a woman, and whenever I go home on leave I 
take over my mother’s kitchen. The following recipes are family favorites which I make 


from time to time. 
Veal Spinelli 

(This recipe has been passed 
down in the family. Spinelli is 
my mother’s maiden name. This 
is a rather heavy dish, so we like 
it with Italian or French bread, 
a tossed salad and fruit or ice 
cream for dessert.) 

Ingredients: 1 egg mixed with 
2 tablespoons water, cracker 
crumbs seasoned with salt and 
pepper, serving sizes of veal cut- 
let, %-inch thick. 

Method: Dip veal into egg, then 
roll in crumbs. Leave in the re- 
frigerator for about an hour and 
a half. Fry in shortening until 
golden brown. Remove veal from 
pan and add 2 tablespoons butter 
and 2 medium sized sliced and 





sauteed onions. To this mixture 
add % can (small) Italian tomato 
paste, 2 cloves, 1 cup hot water, 
1 small bay leaf, salt, pepper and 
paprika to taste. 

Simmer slowly for 10 minutes. 
Remove from stove and squeeze 
onions to remove the juice. Add 
veal to liquid and simmer for one- 
half hour until veal is tender 
enough to cut with a fork.

Many 
will be changing school for the 
fifth, tenth, and even fifteenth 
time. Obviously, this polka dot 
education must have some ef- 
fect on them. But how much? 


The Association for Childhood | 


Education International recently 
made a survey of this much ne- 
glected problem and has publish- 
ed its findings in a booklet titled, 
“When Children Move From 
School to School” (price 75c) 
a booklet which contains much of 
interest to military families. 

The association interviews chil- 
dren, parents, teachers and com- 
munity workers. The results were 
highly revealing. For some chil- 
dren change is a fairly easy ad- 
justment, for others it presents

Teachers are greatly concern- 
ed with the vast difference in 
schools. One teacher described 
the piece-m>al education a tran- 
sient child receives, this way: 
“It’s as though Chevrolet 
started a car, two years later 
Ford added a bit te it, and some 
time later it was passed along 





to Rolls Royce to get it roady for 
the long pull.” 


Most parents saw little or no 
advantage in change. One father 
said: “A change of schools for 
a child is like a change of jobs 
for me — only more difficult.’ 

The booklet offers suggestions 
for building up self-respect in the 
child, and suggestions on how to 
help the child who is moving — 
at home, at school, and in the com- 
munity. It stresses that the home 
— both before and after moving 
— is the indispensable link be- 
tween the old and the new, and the 
importance of making the most of 
it. How well we service parents 
realize that in the fluster of mov 
ing and getting settled in new 
quarters, the basic needs of the 
children can be easily forgotten. 


Some ways we can help our 
children: “On arrival, let th-re 
be no hurry . . . Stop for snacks 
frequently . . . Invite a neigh- 
bor’s children in . . . Cruise 
about a new place .. .” 

The survey suggests many val- 
uable ways in which the school 
ean help the child. Since there 
has been so little written on this 
subject, it would seem a good idea 
for Army women’s clubs to use 
some of their funds to buy copies 
of this booklet for schoo] and post 
libraries —- and copies for them- 
selves.

(Preheat oven to 400 degrees) 


Ingredients: 6 tablespoons flour, 
2 ees, 1 cup milk and % teaspoon 
salt. 

Mix dry ingredients. Add eggs 
and milk and beat until light. Bake 
in a greased pan for about 30 min- 
utes until “the mixture rises like 
a souffle. Serve with a large dab 
of butter. 

Many cooks prefer Yorkshire 
pudding which has been cooked 
in the pan with the beef.

RICHMOND, Ky. — A change 
in shipping charges started by 
, Blue Grass Ordnance Depot here 
has saved the Government $61,200 
in the first year of application. 

The depot receives empty metal 
containers in which the Army’s 
Nike Hercules air defense missiles 
are shipped to firing ranges at 
Fort Sill, Fort Bliss and White 
Sands Missile Range. The missiles 
are fired at these installations 
during troop training and system 


tests.

The government formerly paid 
freight rates which added up to

The depot was able, through the 
Military Traffic | Management 
Agency in Atlanta, Ga., to estab- 
lish a storage-in-transit rate which 
reduces the overall shipment cost 
to $2.64 plus a small local handling 
charge.

All-Service

E Touchdown Club of Wash- 

ington, D.C., annually hands 
out a trophy it calls the “Outstand- 
ing Service Football Player of the 
Year” award. 

The award is plainly not what 
the Touchdown Club proclaims it 
to be. 

It should probably be called the 
“Outstanding East Coast Air Force 
—Marine Football Player of the 
Year” award. 

Although some may accuse Army 
Times .of taking a biased view, 
Army Times believes this par- 
ticular “All-Service” award is be- 
coming something of a bad joke. 

Despite the fact that the Army 
has. consistently — meaning year 
after year after year — had 
many more outstanding football 
players than any other service, 
this is one award a soldier appar- 
ently just can’t win. (The Army 
has not always had the strongest 
service team in the nation but this 
is because top Army players are 
not concentrated on one or two 
teams as is the case with the Ma- 
rines (Quantico and San Diego) 
and the Air Force (until last year, 
Bolling Air Force Base).

Brooke to Drop 
Football in 1961 


FORT SAM HOUSTON, Tex. 
~—Brooke Army Medical Cent- 
er, a perennial power in serv- 
ice football, will not field a 
grid team during 1961 for the 
first time in 14 years. 

Maj. Gen. John F. Bohlend- 
er, Brooke CG, announced 
last week that increasing ex- 
pense and schedule difficul- 
ties prompted his decision to 
discontinue the program.

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GUNS and 
SHOOTING 








By Col. CHARLES ASKINS 


T’S a mite late for New Year’s resolutions but in reflect- 
ing on what the other fellow might have resolved for 
1961, we got to pondering the case of Mr. Winchester and 
Mr. Remington up there in the sovereign state of Connecticut. 


We don’t have the inner ear up 
there in New England where they 
hold forth and so cannot be sure 
just what pious resolves these 
guns-building tycoons may have 
came forth with, 
but we can 
think up some 
good ones they 
might well have 
voiced. 

Among others, 
a rifle which 
will put all its 
bullets in one 
hole and a shot- 
gun which will 
plop 100  per- 
cent of the pel- 
let-charge into 
a 30-inch ring at 40 yards: These 
would be improvements which not 
only would make the sheoting 
brethren very happy indeed but 
would also gain Messers Win- 
chester and Remington a lot of 
very sweet-smelling publicity. 

Along these sartie lines, a gentle 
determination to give us a new 
cartridge casing designed in such 
novel fashion as to be completely 
consuméd in the chamber, on firt- 
ing, would be another sensible step. 
Such a casing would be a part 
of the propellant charge and would 
eliminate the nuisance of extrac¢- 
tion and ejection. 


No one likes to be _ kicked, 
either. An energetic research and 
development program to eliminate 
or materially shackle the recoil 
would be good for major headlines.

We need better bullets, too. We 
need slugs which will—every time 
—kill the game from 50 yards out 
to 500, will hit the critter, pene- 
trate to the vitals, exhaust all its 
energy, and while accomplishing 
this, hold together, mushroom per- 
fectly, and perform just as sweetly 
on rabbits or whitetail deer. Right 
now the cartridge longhairs work- 
ing for Winchester and Reming- 
ton can whump up a pretty good 
bullet for 100-200-300-yard killing 
but at yardages hard off’the muzzle 
or way out at 500 yards they get 
into trouble. 

* * * 

WHILE WE ARE speculating on 
the New Year’s resolutions of our 
arms-ammo manufacturers, Win- 
chester and Remington, there are 
some others who could profit by a 
resolution or two. These are the 
sixshooter outfits, Colt and Smith 
& Wesson. 

Our current crop of: revolvers 
are about as modern as coal oil 
lamps and the Pony Express, un- 
changed the past three-quarters 
century. A wee touch of modern- 
ity here would not be at all amiss. 
And on a more up-to-date number, 
the auto pistol, it is interesting to 
note that both companies manu- 
facture auto pistols but between 
them only one of their various

We need scope sights which fit 
snugly down atop the barrel, which 
weigh only three ounces, have a 
field of view of 100 feet at 100 
yards, will not cloud or fog up 
under any weather conditions and 
have not less than 12 inches of eye 
relief. 

Our muskets should be less 
noisy so that when we shoot we do 
not bring down the wrath of the 
residents thereabouts. We need 
bullets. which disintegrate upon 
striking the target, thus obviating 
the need for a great hill-mass or 
other backstop. We need less cost- 
ly shotgun’ ammunition for our 
skeet and trap practice, cartridges 
which deliver a _ satisfactory de- 
gree of performance but are. so 
cheaply made as to withstand only 
one firing and are then thrown 
away.

Year of 55 


DETROIT, Mich. — The year 
1960 will go into the record as one 
of the biggest ior highway trans- 
portation in the U.S., comparing 
closely with the outstanding post- 
war year of a decade ago—1950. 

Passenger car factory sales by 
domestic plants totaled 6,740,000 
for the year—second only to 1955 
when car factory sales reached the 
all-time high of 7,950,377. 

Total factory sales, including 
1,210,000 trucks, reached 7,950,000 
for the year, placing the year third 
behind 1955, with 9,204,000, and 
1950, with 8,006,000. 

Factory sales were up approx- 

imately 19 per cent over 1959. 

In other ways, too, it was a big 
automotive year. 

Total motor vehicle registrations 
in the nation climbed to a record 
74 million, with passenger cars up 
two million to a total of approxim- 
ately 61.6 million. Some 39.5 mil- 
lion U.S. families—three out of 
four—now own automobiles; some 
7 million own two or more.

THE number of drivers in the 
nation also increased to a new high 
of 85 million—a rise of 23 million 
in a decade. Two out of every three 
adults in the United States are now 
licensed to drive. 

In October: the new model year | 
was introduced by a National Auto- | 
mobile Show in Detroit, which 
proved to be biggest auto show 
of all time, both in exhibit space 
and attendance. Nearly a million 
and a half persons attended the 
elaborate display staged in gigan- 
tic new Cobo Hall on Detroit's 
riverfront.

If the commander finds a 
driver guilty of a violation under 
the new system, he will also ask 
that a predetermined number of 
points be entered on the driver’s 
record for future information. 

Soldiers violating off-post traf- 
fic laws will also answer to their 

commanding officer and accumu- 
late points against their Fort Sill 
driving record. 

The provost marshal says, 
“Off-post violations from all 
over the United States will come 
to Sill and will go an the ad- 
ministrative record of the in- 
dividual.” 

Many states have requested that 
Sill forward them information on 
drivers holding thir state driver's 
license. Procedures have been set 
up to inform states when a per- 
son’s privilege to drive on post has 
been revoked.

ACCORDING TO the new regu- 
lations, “Vehicle accidents cause 
more deaths to Army personnel 
than all other ground activities 
combined and more injuries than 
any other single source ... The 
indirect costs to the government 
and to the military personnel in- 
volved exceed one billion dollars 
per year.” 

The regulation states its intent 
as a measure “to translate into 
practice the accepted principle that 
driving a motor vehicle is a privi- 
lege, not a right, which may be 
suspended or revoked when the in- 
dividual’s driving record identifies 


ihim as either incompetent or ir- 
| responsible.” 


The new plan is being used 
with existing post traffic regu- 
lations. 

Under the system, four to 12 
points will be charged for major 
offenses, including manslaughter 
and negligent homicide, drunken, 
reckless or “hit and run” driving, 
using a vehicle to commit a fel- 
ony; car owners permitting an in- 
toxicated or unlicensed individual 
to drive his vehicle; driving when 
privilege has been suspended or 
revoked; failing to report an ac- 
cident and speeding. 

One to six points will be given 
for minor offenses, including fail- 
ure to obey signals,-improper pass- 
ing or lane changing, ignoring state 
or post registration requirements, 
illegal parking, and any post traf- 
fic regulation. not specifically cov- 
ered in the new publication.

WHEN A VIOLATOR has accu- 
mulated six points .he will be 
counselled by appropriate person- 
nel in safe driving practices and 
warned that his post operation 
privilege is in jeopardy. 

Accumulation of 6 to 11 points 
will involve a suspension of privi- 
leges for one to five months. A 
mandatory one-to-five month sus- 
pension will also occur for any 
combination of three offenses in a 
six-month period. 

Accumulation of 12 points in a 
two year period results in manda- 
tory revocation of the offender’s 
post driving privilege for a period 
of six months. 

Points assessed against an indi- 
vidual will-remain in effect for a 
24month period.
